How Arbor“ Day was Observed in Penn- 
sylvania. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

Lancaster, Pa., April 17.:—Yesterday was Ar- 
bor“ day in Pennsylvania, the creation, so far aa 
this State is concerned, of His Excellency, Robert 
E. Pattison, the Governor. Ali of the nearly half 
hundred public schools of the city celebrated the 
day with tree planting and literary speeches, hun- 
dreds of trees being planted, and the weather hav- 


ing been all that could be desired. At one o'clock 
this afternoon Governor Pattison, Senators John E. 
Re of Philadelphia, Joha M. Stephen of Lan- 
caster, J. G. Hess of Northumberland. Samuel Wag- 
ner of Culbert, J. H. Ross of York and H. Harlan 
of Chester; Representatives Dr. S. T. Davis of Lan- 
caster, William H. Brosius aud M. S. Heidelbaugh 
of the Southern District of Lancaster, and Samuel 
Isenberg ef Adair, and the Chief Clerk of the Senate, 
T. B. Cochran of Lancaster, arrived in this city, 
where they were met by acommittee from the 
State Normal School at Millersvilie, and were 
escorted to the Stevens House and royally enter- 
tained. About 2:30 o'clock the distinguished guests 
started for Millersville, four miles from this 
city, in open  barouches, and as — 4 
drove up in front of the State Normal School build- 
ings they were greeted with the presence of 
HUNDREDS OF BLUSHING YOUNG LADIES, 
who had assembled on the campus, anxiously await- 
ing the arrival of the Governor's party. At 3:15 
o'clock the tree planting began, the first an oak, 
having been named in honor of Governor Pattison.

Information That a Man is Aboard 
Ship Who Knows Maxwell and Will 
Point Him Out—Review of the Case 
From the First Meeting of the Men 
tothe Present, Which Comprises all 
Known Facts— Disposition to be 
Made of the Body. 


The police have about “reached the end of their 
rope“ in the Southern Hotel murder case, and 
there is little more that can be done in the line of de 
tective work here in th % connection. It having 
been determined to a certal-y that the murderer 
Sailei on the City of Sydascy, with Auckland as his 
ostensible destination, the St. Louis officials can 
only “wait till their ship comes in.“ as it were, tak- 
ing care, meanwhile, to have every proper 
preliminary arranged, so that they may claim 
the prize the moment he is captured 
by the Auckland authorities. To that end 
an indictment will be procured against 
Maxwell without delay, requisition papers will be 
obtained from Governor Marmaduke, and a mes- 
senger will take these to Washington, as a basis for 
the formal demand of extradition on the British 
Government. The Department of State cannot, of 
course, sign such a demand until the presence of 
Maxwell on British territory is actually established, 
hence the State's messengers will be unable to de- 


part for New Zealand, to take 
charge of the man, until a tele- 
gram has been received, announcing him 
in custody. Who these messengers will be remains 


to be determined. There will doubtless be two of 

them, however, for the task of bringing an impor- 

tant prisoner 10,000 miles and meeting the many con- 

tingencies that might arise to hamper or delay 

wou d be rather too severe for any one man's 
NEKVES AND POWERS OF ENDURANCE. 

This programme, which admits of no shortening, 
makes it certam that at least ten weeks must 
elapse, under the most favorable conditions, before 
Maxwell can be brought back to St. Louis. 

During all these weeks of waiting the St. Louis 
public will doubtless devote a great deal of time to 
theorizing on the case, which, no matter what the 
ultimate explanation may be, will go on record as 
one of the most remarkable and memorable trage- 
dies in the history of this country. The certain 
knowledge of the murderer's course of flight limits 
the range of speculation to the period between 
the arrival of the two men in this country 
by the steamer Cephalonia, which occurred in Jan. 
uary, and the flight of the murderer from St. Louis 
on April 8. 

__Nogthingin the vast amount of information thus 
far acoumulated concerning the men goes to show, 
or intimate, that they knew each other before 
Preller started from England, shortly after the new 
year, to make his third tour through this country. 
Hecame with a large stock of samples as a com- 
mercial salesman for the house of J. H. Dixon, 
which is located at his native city, Brad- 
ford, England, and which manufactures 
carpets, rugs, worsteds and decorative goods. 
It is reasonably sure that he started with no travel- 
ing companion, and information from those who 
know himin New York and Boston warrants the 
belief that he and Maxwell met onthe steamer. 
Who Maxwell is, aod what was his purpose in visit- 
ing this country, nobody seemsto know, any fur- 
ther than can be judged from his own 
EXTRAVAGANT AND VARYING STATEMENTS, 
many of which bear on their face evidence of their 
Aa. He had characteristics which were 
unmistakably English, and that is 
the sole fact in meager support 
of his claim to title. He had photographs and 
other possessions which were undeniable proof 
that he had spent some time in Moscow. His claims 
that he was a surgeon or an officer in the Russian 
army, Or @ surgeon at St. Bartholomew's Hospital, 
are not only uhsupported by any evidence, but are 
contradicted so strongly by his ignorance on points 


with which that experience should have made him | 


familiar, and by his general character and caliber, 
as to warrant the belief that these were 
false pretenses, indulged in either for the advan- 
tage they might give, er for the vain glory which is 
often a characteristic of the shallow intellect.

THIS BRINGS THE STORY 
to the point where they make their advent in St. Louis, 
Maxwell comes here with two trunks, which, judg- 
ing from the one he left behind, qontained very lit- 
tle that was of value. Preller, in response to his let- 
ter, came soon after, bringing trunks and other ef- 
fects, which would fill an ordinary transfer wagon, 
and which contained property worth possibly 
$1,000 or $1,500, much of it being personalty which 
he brought right from bis own home, in the nature 
of hand somely bound music books. 
Maxwell knew all along that he had not the 

wherewith to make the trip to New Zealand, and 
yet he concealed the fact from Preller, 
and together they planned to take the ship at San 
Francisco on April ia This would argue conclu- 
sively that Maxwell expected to get the money he 
needed somewhere between Boston, which he left 
on March 18 or 19, and San Francisco, which be 
was to reach on April 12. He certainly did not ex- 
pect to earn it, and the inference is overwhelming 
that he intended to get it from Preller. How? That 
is still the mystery. It is possible that he intended 


to play on his young friend's generosity 
to such an extent as to induce 
him to pay the traveling expenses of 


both. And yet if that had been the case, he would 
hardly have assumed such an air of affluence and 
don"t-care-for-expense as he did when he took 
quarters at the Southern. If he intended to ask 
Preller to foot the bill, he would hardly have taken 
finer quarters than Preller, nor would he have 
assumed the position of host and entertainer 
toward his young friend, as he always did. He 
may have 
INTENDED TO STEAL THE MONEY, 


but if so, a moderate use of chloroform 
would have been just as practicable and just as 
éfficacious to that end as murder. He had to have 
money, and he had to have it before he left St. 
Louis. He tried to raise it by pawning or selling 
his magic lantern and his watch, but failed. Preller 
was with him when he made this endeavor, but 
Preller evidently did not offer to give him any 
money; in fact, Maxwell probably explained that he 
only wanted to lighten his baggage by selling off 
these effects. Sunday came, and the hotel bill. 
which was large, had to be paid next 
day. It was the critical hour. 
Maxwell may have intended murder from the out-, 
set, but if so,it seems hardly probable that he 
would cumber himself with an unnecessary trunk 
which he was compelled afterward to leave behind 
to help to convict him. If so, again, be would hardly 
have waited till he reached St. Louis before provid. 
ing himself with the chloroform which appears 
to have played an important part in the affair. If 
80, once more, he would probably have avoided re- 
vealing his identity unnecessarily to people in St 
Louis, If so, he would probably have laid 

PLANS TO REMOVE ALL EVIDENCE 
which might fasten the crime upon himself if 
caught, and would even have laid plans for the dis- 
position of the body. And right here all theories go 
into confusion. Had Mr. Maxwell desired to manu- 
facture evidence against himself asa murderer 
and had he desired to furnish the police with every 
clew they might need to trace him and convict him, 
he could hardly have worked to those ends more 
systematically, than he did from noon of Easter 
Sunday till the hour he left San Francisco on the 
City of Sydney. He appeared with Preller the 
last time he was seen alive. He accompanied Prel- 
ler upstairs in the hotel. He went out and bought 
chloroform twice, the second time being in a great 
hurry. He put the body in one of his (Maxwell's) 
own trunks, and left the trunk in his (Maxwell's) 
own room. He went to drinking hard soon 
after that was done. He asked the waiters that 
night what could be done with g man who had com- 
mitted murder here, and whether $500 would acquit 
him. He went out on the streets and was prodigal 
with money in stores where,two days before,he had 
been trying to raise money on personal effects. He 
made several foolish investments, including a pair 
of gold spectacies, and talked free- 
ly with as many men as would 
listen to him, always saying something to impress 
his identity on their minds for future reference. 
He told the people at the hotel that Preller had 
gone to the conntry, and he talked of paying Prel- 
ler’s bill. He wrote a letter to a Boston acquaint- 
ance, saying he and Prelier were going on a ranche 
in Texas, and to make evidence for himself dated 
it April 7, without thinking that, the Post-Office 
stamp would be April 6, 

THUS EXPOSING THE FRAUD. 

He finally left the hotel, leaving two trunks 
in the room that he surrendered, which course 
was almost certain to result in the discovery 
of his crime within two deys. He checked his bag- 
gage to San Francisoo, and, getting on the train, 
he, during the entire trip, so demeaned himself and 
exhibited such points of identification,as advertised 
him to everybody, and made his capture certain 
before he reached the Pacific coast, provided Prel- 
ler's body was discovered within the time he should 
have allowed for the discovery to be made. He as 
sumed the character of a Frenchman without having 
any knowledge of French, and consequently, with 
the certainty of exposure—in short, he showed in 
everything he did that it would never do 4t all to 
judge him or his course byithe ordinary rules of rea- 
sov. Owing to astrange oversight in the hotel, and 
to that alone, he got aboard ship, and there is just 
one chance that he will not be caught the moment 
he steps off the vessel. 


Maxwell at the Heb.

years old. Preller said, when he left here for Mon- 
trea] that he was going to make a trip through the 
States and then he was going to Australia. They 
both came over on the Cephalonia and stopped at

three days. Preller appeared to have 
more money than Maxwell, and when 


he left here nad some drafts on New York and 
asked Mr. Powers if he thought he could get 
them cashed in Boston. Mr. Powers does not know 
the amount.

He Was a Dude. 

Wiggin & Woods’ Detective Agency of Boston 
forwarded by mail this morning the following de- 
tails: 

} Boston, April 15, 1885. 
Chief of Police, St. Louis: 

This morning Boston newspapers contain partic- 
ulars of the supposed murder in your city of Mr. 
Preller by Dr. Maxwell, lately from England. One 
of our operatives has just brought in a report, as 


follows: 
April 15, 1885, 11:30 a. M. 


This morning. whilst on Washington street, Mr. 
J.C. Murphy,who keeps the Oyster Bay Restaurant, 
1231, spoke to me respecting the aileged murder 
in St. Louis, informing me that he knew Dr. Max- 
well well. He was a constant frequenter of his sa- 
loon, but has not seen him for some three weeks. 
He describes him as 28 to 30 years of age, 5 feet 3or 
4 inches high, dark eyes, small, dark mustache; 
said be came from London, England, to Boston the 
early part of this year. He smokes cigarettes, and 
bas a small machine he carries in his pocket for 
rolling them. He dresses very stylishly. He is a 
dude. He frequently put two or three different 
suits on during the day. When going to the thea- 
ter he worea dress suit, claw-hammer coat, and 
crush hat. He was not dissipated. He generally 
drank lager beer. He had with him a very beavy 
gold pencil case, old-fashioned, evidently a family 
relic, and valuable. A few nights before he left he 
showed Mr. Murphy's bartender a heavy revolver, 
he had purchased that day, and he told him he was 
going South and from thence he should go to India.

Mr Taylor Says it is Preller'’s Body. 


In justice to Mr. James Taylor, the gentleman 
who came here from Louisville to identify the body 
of Mr. Preller, and to whom some unpleasant ref- 
erence was made yesterday, it is fair to say that 
when he arrived bere yesterday hewasin a very 
nervous state of mind, as a result of a long journey 
and the shock incident to the news of the murder. 
Consequentiy any abruptness he might have 
been betrayed into in answering ques- 
tions that were put to him by 
members of the press had much to palliate it. Mr. 
Taylor has seen the body at the Morgue twice, and 
has been very deliberate in forming his judgment. 
He now states that he is prepared to make oath that, 
to the best of his knowledge and belief, the de- 
ceased is bis friend, Chas. Arthur Preller, whom he 
has known since the spring of 1883. “I met him in 
that spring. said Mr. Taylor, and he was then 


traveling for J. H. Dixon, as he seems 
to have been on his recent trip. I did 
not 800 him since his last arrival 


in this country and have had but one letter from 
him since then. I don't know Maxwell, never heard 
Preller speak of him and believe that he and 
Preller must have met aboard the steamer coming 
over. I know nothing that will throw any light on 
the murder, but I believe the motive was robbery, 
because Maxwell was evidently impecunious and be- 
cause Preller, to my knowledge, always carried 
plenty of money—in fact, too much. I think the fact 
is significant that Maxwell made no effort to meet 
Preller in New York, where he (Preller) had friends, 
but appointed to meet him here, where he had no 
friends, and murdered him. It has been arranged 
by his friends to place the body in a casket and de- 
posit it in a receiving vault here, where it will be 
held subject to order from England. I have no 
acguaintance with any of his relatives, except as I 
learned of them through him.”

The Inquest To-Morrow.

The stomach of the deceased is still in 
the hands of the chemist, but will be turned over 
before the completion of the inquest. It is now 
settled beyond doubt thatthe dead man is ©, A. 
Preller. 


It Can be Detected. 

A scientist who has given years of study to the 
use of poisonous drugs and their effects, and who 
uses them largely in his medical practice, stated 
to-day that the declaration made on the authority 
of some physician or other that if an alkaloid poison 
were used it could not be detected by science, was 


some real estate. The mistake was made because of 
the slight resemblance Mr. Daily bears to Maxwell, 
because the transaction took place the morn- 
ing after Preller was murdered, and because the 
money exchanged was English bank notes which 
would supposibly be the formin which Preller 
would carry part of his money. .

The Terrible Fate of 400 Rebels at Colon. 

CMO. III., April 17.—A special from the City 
of Mexico says: When the troops of the Colom- 
bian Government finally entered Colon, after it had 
been burned by the rebels under the leadership of 
Preston, they captured several squads of rebels. 
During the past ten days the number of these 
prisopers have been considerably augmented by 
the receipt of straggling rebels captured in sur- 
rounding districts.

, WHEN St. Louis builds a new City Hall, it 
should be one commensurate with the wants 
and the grandeur of a city of a million inhabit- 
ants. The growthof the West and of her 
great trade centers insures such a population to 
the metropolis of the Mississippi Valley within 
two or three decades, The attempt to construct 
such a building now, when our debt is so heavy, 
our taxation so high and the inevitable demand 
on our revenues so pressing, would necessarily 
result in an abortion of a building, not answer- 
ing the purpose and sure to become an eye-sore 
and a dead loss in afew years more. In the 
meantime the present unsightly City 
Hall will continue to answer for some 
years longer the the temporary purpose for 
which it was erected —a makeshift that 
can be made to do until the financial condition 
of the city is more favorable to the erection of 
such a City Hall as she ought to have when she 
builds again. Till then we had better get 
along with such additions and improvements of 
the present building as are necessary to make 
the plats and records secure. So far as the 
lives of officials and members of the Municipal 
Assembly are concerned, it is as safe now as 
when it, was first built, some ten or twelve 
years ago, and they should be willing to meet 
in a barn, if necessary, to keep expenses down 
and to enable the city to begin the right sort of 
building a few years hence. 


Ovur new Municipal Government has an en- 
viable opportunity to make arecord of incal- 
culable benefit to St. Louis, and which will not 
be forgotten by the present generation of her 
tax-payers. The present strain upon the latter 
is borne with wonderful patience, but is too 
heavy to be borne patiently unless they can 
see at the end of it some acquisition and ulti- 
mate relief for the city commensurate with the 
burdens they bear. They see very plainly that 
St. Louis is overtaxed as compared with the 
rest of the State; that to meet her own expen- 
ditures her assessment has been raised too high, 
and that, as a consequence, she pays far more 
than her just share of the State taxes. And 
yet her debts remain, the improvements she 
needs are necessarily deferred, and, while her 
people are often threatened with a failure of 
their supply of muddy water, and are most on- 
erously taxed to pay the 80 per cent dividends 


for any sign of a change for the better, or for 
any serious and systematic attempt to curtail 
and keep down expenses so as to afford some 
prospect of an ultimate small reduction of as- 
sessments and taxes. Itis for relief in this 
direction that they look to their new city 
government—not asking that necessary im- 
provements shall be delayed or the public serv- 
ice crippled, but that all avoidable official 
and incidental expenses shall be cut off and 
every dollar of tax-money be guarded and ex- 
pended with vigilant jealousy and economy. A 
reduction of expenses is imperatively de- 
manded, and it is by showing the will and the 
way that the new city officers and legislators 
can render their constituents the best and most 


popular service.

What a Live Journal Can Do. 
New York Letter in Philadelphia Ledger. 

A live journal can accomplish almost anything 
when it puts its shoulder to the wheel. What, for 
instance, could be apparently more hopeless than 
the prospects of the Bartholdi Pedestal fund, when 
the WorLpD, some time since, determined to throw 
itself into the breach and see what could be done to 
lift it, so to speak, out ot the slough of despond? 
The great body of the public were indifferent, the 
wealthy capitalists were tired of being dunned, the 
atiempt to touch the pocket nerve by placing con- 
tribution, if not charity, boxes at the railway sta- 
tions and ferry houses resulted in no additions to 
the fund worth speaking of, when Mr. Pulitzer, 
with true Western grit and also with true Western 
patriotism, resolved to carry the appeal to the peo- 
ple en masse, and the resuit thus far abundanuy 
justifies bis expectations of success. Every day, 
for weeks past, the paper has had a brief but ring- 
ing editorial, calling for subscriptions from any- 
body and every body to avert the disgrace of having 
to send the statue back to France, and the call has 
been responded to in contributiéns amounting thus 
far to upward of $21,000, sent in by some 17,000 per- 
sons, not only in this city, but from almost all parts 
ofthe country. Asthis is but about one fifth of 
the sum required by the committee, however, Mr. 
Pulitzer, having “enlisted for the war,“ is bound to 
keep it up until victory is finally assured. If the 
contributions are kept up in the same ratio, he has 
no doubt the atatue—the grandest monument of the 
age—can be placed in position and dedicated on the 
4th of July next. But, much as one may applaud 
the Won 's patriotism and public spirit, would it 
not be too bad if Mr. Pulitzer should be left to fight 
out the battle single- handed and alone?

Two Civil Rights Cases.

A few days ago a colored man named Richard 8 
Brown, accompanied by two of his grandchildren, 
attempted to buy tickets toa skating rink in Bos- 
ton. The manager, who was inthe box office, re- 
fused to sell them, avd when Brown asked if he 
was to be discriminated against because of his 
color, he was knocked down and thrown out of the 
building. Brown bad the manager arrested for as- 
sault, and the defense made was that no more vio- 
lence hed been used in putting out the plaintiff 
than was necessary. On this showing the man- 
ager was dismissed by the Court, and Brown was 
sent about his business. 

Afew weeks agoa colored woman, who had 
brought a suit against a hotelkeeper in Tennessee 
for refusing to give her accommodations, was con- 
fronted by the landlord's attorney with the asser- 
tion that the civil rights law had been pronounced 
unconstitutional by the United States Supreme 
Court. The Judge promptly overruled a motion to 


dismiss the case, saying that the woman's com- 


plaint would lie under the common law, the same 
as in any other action of that nature. 

These two incidents, bearing on the civil rights 
of the negro, are of interest because of the locali- 
ties in which they occurred.

A MILITARY COURT. 


The Proposition to be Submitted to 
Congress Next Session. 
— — 


A Tribunal to Try Military and Naval 
Officers for Frauds and Other Serious 
Offenses—The Abuses of the Court-Martial 
System Admiral Porter and Rear 
Admiral Rowan. 


Special Correapondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
Wasuinoron, April 14.—It is probable that a prop- 


osition will be submitted to Congress at an early 


day next session, looking to the estabiishment of a 
special court for the trying of particular offenses 
in the army and in the navy. The object of this 
court will be to secure a more perfect administra- 
tion of justice for offenses purely military, The 
system of court-martials will 
But for frauds 
and serious faults. it is held by those who 
have made a study of court-martial trials that more 


| perfect justice would be secured through the means 


of an independent court. It is bard to get officers 
to take a proper view of the shortcomings of their 
associates. The Swaith court-martial was one of 
the worst travesties upon the trials of justice that 
has ever been known in Washington. Through 
its notoriety and prominence it has done 
more to bring court-martials themselves into 


| disrepute than anything that has happened 


for a long tine. It is the result of 
this trial which has so stirred up members to con- 
sider an independent proposition looking to the es- 
tablishment of other means of trying army and 
navy offenders. Swaim has been pushing himself 
upon the Secretary of War for the last week seek- 
ing restoration. It was only yesterday that his 
counsel completed their argument before Mr. 
Endicott. Swaim was at the head of the system of 
so- called justice in the army, and yet was proved to 
be in every way unfitted to hold the humblest posi- 


tion in the Bureau of Justice. 


In these court-martials one officer is detailed to 
act as recorder. It is his duty to present both the 
— tion and the defense. Itis an impossibility 

or any one to such a position im- 
partially. The records of all the  court- 
martiats show that the members composing them 
are influenced in their actions by their likes and 
their dis kes. A prominent ofiicer of the army in 
commenting on the verdict in the Swaim case said 
“it was not many years ago that the General of the 
army summoned before hima poor Second Lieuten- 
ant to ask him for certain information about the 
conduct of some of his associate officers during 
certain Northwestern border troubles between this 
country and Canada. This young fellow suppressed 


certain facts in his statement Hause 
he dii pot wish to reflect upon his 
associates. For this he vas dismissed 


from the army. Swaim's offense was much greater 
than this, in this one regard. The Secretary of 
War called upon him for certain information and 
he willfully misled and deceived him. For such an 
offense any of the subordinate officers of the army 
would have been dismissed with very short notice.” 
* ° = 

The army people themselves admit that there 
should be some reform in their methods of trying 
offenders. They believe that Congress could sim- 
pluly matters very much by ehact- 
ing a law specifying a certain class 
of offenses which might be punished by the 
commanding officer of the department without 
going through the form of a court martial. There are 
a number of petty offenses which could be reached 
directly in thie way. Both economy and discipline 
would be the gainers by such au act.

The Vice-Admirai, Rowan, who is next to 
him in rank, is his very Opposite, m almost every 
particular. Rowan is a very cold, conservative 
man, who is not inclined to tak very much and 
writes even less.

He 
is a much more dignified character 
than porter end in the event ot au emergency would 
be better fitted to take supreme command than 
Porter.

His 
complexion is a grey sallow. He lives very quietiy 
and spends the greater part of his time in reading. 
He goes out in general society but litte. It is the 
ambition of his ite to become Aumiral before he 
dies, but Porter is hale and hearty, and will un- 
doubtedly outlive him, accidents excepted. 

The army and navy peopie talk of nothing but 
war news. They are ae & honing that there will 
be a flgit between Russia and England. There are 
no philanthropists inarmy and navy circles, Ifa 
war is declared between t two countries, there 
will be a fierce struggie among the officers to be sent 
abroad as observers. It has been the custom of 
this country, whenever there has beer a foreien 
war, to pick out a number of the most intelligent of 
the vounger officers, and send them over to oc- 
cupy ts as professional witnesses. Such 
an experience is of great value. They regard a 
war as a school where they can take what is called 
a post-graduate course. ore tian that, it affords 
them an opportunity oftento make a reputation 
which is so slow eto come to any officer, however 
worthy, in the days of sluggish peace. Lieutenant 
Greene of the engineer corps, Who was sent as 
our military representative to our Legation 
at 8. Petersburg, made a great reputation for him- 
self in his reporis tothe War Department. Through 
these reports he was enabled to prepare one or two 
special books on Russia aed her military heroes, 
which brought him a handseme profit in the way of 
reputation aud revenue.

A Lively Mill Between Two Amazons 
of the Stage.

How Maggie Arlington Resented a Reflec- 
tion on Her Personal Attractions— A 
Boasted Conquest Evokes a Sarcastic Re- 
mark From Miss Cherie, for Which She 
Gets Severely Punished.

New York, April 17.—Mrs. Ruth Adelaide Green 
fleld, whose stage name is Adelaide Cherie, and 
Mrs. Margaret Jewett, known on the stage as Mag 
gie Arlington, were in the Jefferson Market Court 
yesterday, with three lawyers anda cloud of wit 
nesses. Miss Cherie has been under the care of 
two physicians for a month, and has sued Miss Ar 
lington for $10,000 damages for assault. They 
lived in the Abbotsford Apartment House, on Sixth 
avenue, at the date of the assault. Miss Arlington 
was the first in court yesterday. She is a tall, well- 
built woman, with light yellow hair and a fair com- 
plexion. She wore a black satin dress,a heavily 
beaded black mantilia anda jaunty black straw 
hat, trimmed with red. Miss Cherie, 


who starred for two seasons in “Only a Farmer's 
Daughter.“ and played the Countess De Launcy 
in The Pavements of Paris last year, is at least a 
head shorter than her assallant. She is stout and 
dark-haired and wore a dark blue cloth dress and a 
fur-trimmed sealskin cloak. Her small hands were 
encased in yellow kid gloves, and her round straw 
hat was trimmed with blue. Her eyes were still 
discolored.and her face was pale. Her story and 
that of her witnesses is this: On March 12. Miss 
Cherie,who has been married, and has a son 2U years 
old, was out all day, aud returned to the 
Abbottsford on time for dinner. She sat down in 
the pubſ o dining- room with the other diners. Miss 
Arlington came in, Miss Cherie says, looking very 
merry, as if she had had a good time. Miss Arling- 
ton related with considerable spirit that she had 
met a perfect gentieman, who is said to be the son 
of an ex-Governor of Connecticut.

When asked if she would make a statement of her 
relations with McMillan she said: 

“Yes, sir; I won't conceal anything. My name is 
Mary Moore.

Both my parents 
live in Lansing, and a better father and mother do 
not live anywhere in the world. While at home I 
made the acquaintance of a woman to whom I

At any rate she and her husband did not 
agree. Mr. McMillan boarded at the house and I 
was introduced to him by the proprietress herself, 
She did not teil me that he was a marmed man, but 
he was manly enough himself totell when I came 
to know him.

| The Relation: Between Western 


Railroads and Their Employes. 
— — 


Reduction of Wages Necessary, But Likely 
to Inaugurate a Great Strike—The 
Brotherheod of Locomotive Engineers 
John Roach's Dolphin—Minister Phelps’ 
Latin Misquotation. 


Specia Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
Wasnineton, April 15.—A prominent railroad 
official. who is connected with one of the leading, 
Western railroads? isin Washington visiting. He. 
says that the Western railroads, are not doing well 
and that no one need expect to see any rise in val- 
uesin Western stocks this year, based upon any 
good reason. He thinks that they are rated too 
high at present. No increase of business will help 
the Western roads. They have now about all the 
business they can haudle. The trouble dill of the 
time is to keep up the rates, so as to make a reason- 
able margin of profit. The competition of the 
various lines is go great that the rates cannot be 
kept up. He says further that the railroad peo- 
ple are looking about, trying to economize. They 
have begun to consider the question of cutting down 
The wages of theiremploye They dread to take 
this step for fear the riotous scenes of 1877 will be 
repeated. There has been a greatimprovement in 
the discipline of the various labor organizations. 
The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers has be- 
come a compact, powerful corporation in itself. 
Without the consent of this brotherhood it would be 
impossible for any railroad to reduce the pay of a 
single engineer member. Every engineer of any 
value is to-day enrolled in this association. A gen- 
eral strike ordered by this organization would stop 
the trains on every lins in the country. The work- 
ing men employed by the railroads understand 
that their employers are seeking to cut down 
wages, and are ready to resist. The attempt 
the other day to reduce the wages of the men in the 
employ of the bankrupt Wabash was done for the 
purpose of throwing out a feeler in the direction of 
a general reduction ju wages. The emp!oyes of the 
Missouri Pacific, another of Mr. Gould's roads, saw 
that the move was directly against them. They 


struck before the reduction reached them. 


This railroad official says that the only way that 
wages can be reduced now, is through agreement 
with the representatives of the laborers. Soms- 
times these men are very reasonable, and when 
they are shown that a reduction is absolutely 
necessary, they will yield. Then the railroad of- 
ficia!s have adopted diplomatic means for coercing 
these representatives of the laborers. 
This railroad official says that when 
they find them too obstinate, they simply bu 
the leaders outright. He makes the remarkable 
statement, that there is not a single leader in the 
various trades unions throughout the country who 
has not been bought at various times. The peopie 
under them do not seem to mind it even where dis. 
coveries are made, They regard the money paid to 
their leaders as just so much money taken out of 
the pockets of the hated corporations. He says 
that he has no doubt but what the manufacturers 
have learned this lesson of the railroads. There 
are fewer strikes to-day than ever. and this is owing 
to the fact that the leaders of laborers have a 
very good understanding with their employers.

Execution of the Laconia Fiend This 
Morning. 


Thomas Samon and His Atrocious Crimes— 
The Three Victims — William Phillips 
Hanged at Ft. Smith, Ark., for the Murder 
of His Father-in-Law. 


Lacoma, N. H., April 17.—The execution of 
Thomas Samon, the murderer of Mrs. Jane Ford, 
his mistress, John Ruddy and the latter's 13-months- 
old child, took place at 11:80 o’clock this morning. 


SAMON'S BUTCHERIES. 

The particulars of tne crime for which Thomas 
Samon was hanged to-day are as follows: Thomas 
Samon was the perpetrator of one of the most 
fiendish crimes ever committed in New Hampshire, 
his victims Mrs. Jane rord aged about 60 

ears, John Ruddy, ty 45, and his little boy, 

k, 18 months old, who lost their lives Novem- 
ber 24 and 25, 1888. Samon, then a married man, 
had boarded with Mr. and Ford, — and, 
with the 
ve 
Both were more or less . Samon 
was well acquainted with the Ruddy 2 having 
been quite a constant visitor there. On the after- 
noon of Saturday, November 24, he came there, 
having with him a wheelbarrow, upon which 
was a large trunk. r. Ruddy 
was not home, but bis wife gave Samon permission 
toremove the trunk, which seemed very heary 
when lifted into the house, and also told him he 
might remain there that night, if her husband 
didn’t object. When he returned from work, Mr. 
Ruddy readily assented to this, and all retired about 
9o'clock. Samon arose ut 4 o'clock Sunday 
morning, and in passing rough the apartment oc- 
cupied by Mr. and Mrs. Ruddy, awoke them. and 
they saw him look out into the street. They both 
got up, and Mr. Ruddy followed’ him into the 
kitchen soon afterwards. Mrs. Ruddy heard some- 
thing fall, and going to the door leading tothe 
k.tchen she saw her husband hanging over a chair. 
arms down. No sooner had she appeared than 
Samon rushed upon her, struck her upon the head 
with a batchet and felled her tothe floor. Mean- 
while the little child had been awakened by the dis- 
turbance in the kitchen, and began to cry. As soon 
as Samon had knocked Mrs. Ruddy down, he went 
into the front room, and going to the bed where the 
baby lay, he killed it, nearly

with a hatchet. He then retired to the 
kitchen and dealt Mrs. Ruddy, who had arisen 
in the hopes of making her escape from the house 
before he came from the front room, another blow 
on the bead with the axe, again prostrating her on 
the floor. Having. as he supposed, killed all the 
members of the family, he ged the bodies of 
Mr. Ruddy and the baby to where the wife and 
mother lay. made a pile of them, and took a 
feather aud straw bed and placed them 
on the bodies. He saturated these with kerosene 
oil, and, after setting them on fire, esca from 
the house. No sooner had he gone than Mrs. 
Ruddy, who, although suffering terribly from the 
effects of her injuries, was able to realize what was 
taking plac, dragged herself to the front window 
and, after a desperate effort, succeeded in arousin 
some of the neighbors. Fortunately, help arri 
before serious harm was done by fire either to the 
bodies of Mr. Ruddy and the baby or to the 
house.

PHILLIPS AND HIS CRIME. 

William Philups cruelly and in cold biood assas- 
sinated William Hill, who was his father-in-law. 
They were neighbors on the bank of the Arkansas 
river, in the Cherokee Nation, Indian Territory. A 
bitter enmity of long standing existed between 
them. They had frequent difficulties. Finally 
Philips avowed he would kill Hill. He carefully 
planned his purpose and skillfully adopted means 
to evade arrest or even create suspicion. On the 
8th of last September he borrowed a double 
barrelled shotgun from a neighbor for the P sok genes 
he said, of killing wild turkeys, He loaded the gun 
heavily and started through the woods. His course 
led him to Hill's house. Awaiting in the vicinity 
until midnight, he stole up to an open window near 
where his victim lay in bed asleep, and placing the 
muzzie of the gun against the body of the sleeping 
man, fred both barrels in rapid succession. The 
murder for some time was a mystery. Phillips was 
finally suspected and arrested. The evidence 
against him was pu circumstancial. He made 
astrong fight for his life, his case occupying the 
attention of the court for two weeks.
